NEW HAVEN HOME. 


Heart Disease the Cause of His Demise— 
‘Sketch of His Career In and Out of the 
War—How He Was Promoted for Gal- 
lant Conduct by Gen. Grant—His Success 
at Fort Fisher—A for the 
Funeral. 

New Haven, Conn., Dec: 16.—[Special.]—

house avenue. His death had been expected, 

but not so suddenly as 
it came.

He 
returned to his duties, but from that time 
until his death he never rejoiced in good 
health, One year later he was compelled 
through the malady which afflicted him, and 
which had been diagnosed as Bright’s disease, 
to ask for his retirement from the army, 
which was granted, and soon after he located 
at New Haven, purchasing one of the finest 
residences in the city on New Haven’s aristo- 
cratic avenue. 
Recovered from Many Attacks. 

Since his attack of the grip the Gen- 
eral’s condition has varied. For days 
at a time he would feel much im- 
proved and then a reaction would set in and 
for a similar period he would be confined to 
his house. From all of these bad attacks he 
rallied with surprising vigor, due no doubt to 
his strong constitution, which was simply re- 
markable in view of the fact of his long cam- 
paigning experience and the trials and hard- 


ships through which he of necessity must have 


passed. Thus his condition has swayed from 
the realms of hope to the depths of despond- 
ency, borne, however, with a soldier’s forti- 
tude that was always a chief characteristic of 
Gen. Terry’s life. One week ago the reaction 
from several days of apparent improvement 
set in, and was the beginning of the end. 
Gen. Terry was never married, and since his 
residence in New Haven his sisters have con- 
ducted his household cares. He had four 
sisters and three brothers, three of 
the former making their home with 
him. They are Miss Harriet Wads- 
worth Terry, Miss Frances Terry, and Miss 
Jennie Terry. The fourth sister is Mrs. R. P.

Funeral Arrangements.

Gen. Rawlins, Grant's chief of 
staff, in transmitting the order to the General 
concerned, said: If any one asks where the 
expedition is bound tell him it’s going to 
Savannah to meet Sherman and I'll take the 
lie on my conscience.“ 

The officer went to Fort Monroe, fitted out 
vessels, and returned to City Point. Rawlins 
met him and said: Of course you know now 
that boats are going to Fort Fisher and that 
Terry isto command. Your old corps with 
Terry at its head is to reduce the place. I 
told Grant that you thought highly of Terry 
and he said that was the way he thought him- 


self.” | 
Good Work Rewarded. 

In the course of time Terry came back vic- 
torious, Rawlins and the officer who had 
prepared the fleet for sailing prior to the at- 
tack were talking together just outside Grant’s 
quarters. 

“You are an old friend of Terry,” said 
Rawlins to his companion. What do you 
think ought to be done for him?” 

„He should be made a Brigadier of regu- 
lars, was the quick reply, “in order to show 
the world that West-Pointers can appreciate 
generalship wherever it is found.”

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND THE LAKE- 
FRONT. 
It 1s stated that a Council committee, the 


avenue property-owners, and the 
World’s Fair Board of Directors have pre- 
pared what they call an ultimatum concern- 
ing the much-discussed real-estate trade be- 
tween the city and the Illinois Central and the 
removal of the tracks of the latter further to 
the éast. It is stated whether the road has 
promised to accept this “ultimatum.” There 
is no reason why it should not cheerfully, as it 
gives it about all it has ventured to ask for. 
It provides that the road shall give the city 

its present right of way from Adams to Twenty- 
second street, and also what land it has between 


| Park row and Twenty-second street, with the 


riparian rights attaching thereto, In return 
for this, it is to have the right to fill up the 
submerged lands as far south as Monroe 
street and as far east as the United States will 
permit it to go, and it is to be given a new 
right of way 300 feet wide east of the present 
one, from Twenty-second to Monroe street. 
As a concession to the property-owners the 
road agrees to sink its tracks as far north as 
Jackson street. 

It will be seen that with slight and not very 
important modifications this is the old pro- 
posal over again. It is inadmissible now, for 
the same feason that it was when it was made 
first. It gives the road too much in return 
for too little. The railway will get a right of 
way 100 feet wider than its present one. This 
will give it room for tracks which it may lease 
to other lines anxious to enter the city, and 
from this one source it will draw a heavy in- 
come. The road will get a number of blocks 
betwebn Randolph and Monroe east of its 


| present holdings, which it will use for the 


construction of freight-houses, warehouses, 

et., to be occupied by itself or other lines. 
The incomeproducing value of its new acqui- 
sitions will be far greater than that of the 
lana it parts with: All the expense to which 
it will be put by reason of the laying of new 
tracks in the sunken right of way will be as 
nothing compared with the additions to the 
income of the road growing out of the change 
of lands. 

"This scheme is based mainly on the assump- 
tion that the city will turn a part of the sub- 
merged lands in the harbor into a park, of 
which the ground covered now by the Iilinois 
Central shops and roundhouse will be: the 
southern prolongation. This being the case, 
why cannot the road recognize the fact that 
it will take money to convert those submerged 
lands into a park and that the city has none 
to spare for ‘that purpose—that its revenues 
are not sufficient, at least in the hands of those 
who administer them now, to pay for the do- 
ing of a hundred and one necessary things? 

The road, in further return for the valuable 
concessions it wants, must agree to do all the 
filling which may be necessary for park pur- 
poses in the outer harbor. It can do the work 
more cheaply and with less trouble than any 
one else; therefore it should be ready to un- 
dertake it. The Illinois Central must not ex- 
pect that it can exchange land on the basis of 
acre for acre. In this case it cannot. What 
it would like to get isso much more valuable 
to it than what it proposes to give in exchange 
will be worth to the municipality that it must 
throw in some boot—the necessary filling in 
the outer harbor. 

It is desirable that the Illinois Central 
tracks should: be moved east of where they 
are, but not at the cost of such a sacrifice on 
the part of the city as the acceptance of this 
so-called “ultimatum ”’ would involve. Those 
well-meaning persons who potter around and 
get up such documents are wasting their 
time. They may not know it, but they are 
merely the vatspaws of a not overgenerous 
corporation.. The citizens, the Council, and 
the Legislature will not tolerate any such 
scheme as the one mentioned above. These 
volunteers who are fussing about the Lake- 
Front would do well to stick to their knitting. 
Nobody wants them to negotiate with the Illi- 
nois Central. When that road is ready to do 
the fair thing let it come forward and make 
its offer. 


| THE LAST OF SITTING BULL. 

It is not known how Sitting Bull came to 
his death, whether the fatal bullet was fired 
by the attacking force, the Indian police, or 
by his own friends who had rushed in to 
rescue him after the arrest, but it is quite cer- 
tain he is dead. It is certain also that the 
tragic event has removed a bad and danger- 
ous Indian, an arrant sneak and coward, but 
at the same time one of the wiliest and most 
astute of all the chiefs. He always had a 
conspicuous faculty of stirring up dissatisfac- 
tion among the Sioux, getting them into 
trouble and always saving his own neck, 
There is no doubt that he encouraged the 
ghost dancers for purposes of his own and 
that he was scheming for an outbreak in the 
sprig. The order for his arrest therefore 
was both wise and prudent. It would have 
been better could he have been arrested and 
locked up where he would no longer be a 
menace to the reservations, but fate ordered 
otherwise and he paid the penalty of his 
insubordination with his lite. The result 
should be beneficial in inducing the Indians 
who are out to come back to the reservations 
and behave themselves. If they do not come 
back voluntarily they should be forced to

THE PRESIDENTS’ AGREEMENT. 

The Western railroad Presidents are report- 
ed to have agreed at last on the adoption of 
the Gould plan for harmonizing their long - 
standing difficulties. The representatives of 
fifteen lines are parties to the agreement, and 
only a single important one is reported to be 
opposed to it, though the ability to carry out 
the terms of the compact seems to have been 
doubted by 15715 The principal objector, 
Mr. Stickney of the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City, gave a naive reason for his 
doubts, which was truthful if not poetical. He 
said that as individuals he could believe his 
associates, but as officiais he would not believe 
one of them upon oath or trust him with his 
watch. 

It is probable the gentleman quoted knew 
what he was talking about when he said, 
“Railroad men are not built in such a way 
that they will abide by this contract. Pos- 
sibly, too, that fact constitutes a good reason 
for hoping the public will not be placed in the 
power of a grasping railroad monopoly, such 
as is contemplated by the parties to the agree- 
ment, and that it will mot lead to a direct con- 
flict between them and the representatives of 
the law. No one can read the articles as pub- 
lished without believing that at least one of 
the provisions is forbidden by the spirit of 
the Inter-State Commerce act if not by its 
letter. The appointment of an Ad- 
visory Board,” which shall have power 
to establish. and maintain uniform 
rates between competitive points and 
take entire charge of all outside agencies for 
the securing of all traffic that would otherwise 
be competitive, is certainly contrary to the 
meaning and intent not only of that act but 
of the common law, The proposed combina- 
tion would bea monopoly contrived for the 
express purpose of preventing the public from 
deriving any advantage from competition be- 
tween different carriers and rival routes. 
Hence if the parties to the compact should 
succeed in an effort to have that feature of the 
act repealed, which is believed to be their in- 
tention, they would still be open to prosecu- 
tion under the common law as having entered 
into an illegal combination for the express 
purpose of making the people pay higher 
prices for transportation service and otherwise 
dictating the routes by which property shall 
be carried. 

This being the case, it would seem to be Iit- 
tle less than a foolhardy proceeding to get up 
such a compact at the present time, when the 
farmers of the West aresmarting under a sense 
of wrong suffered from railroad management 
in the past, and able to voice their complaints 
in the legislative halls of the States and Na- 
tion.

THE FARMERS ALLIANCE ON THE TARIFF 

The fifth section of the platform adopted by 
the Farmers’ Alliance at the Ocala convention 
reads thus: : 

Believing in the doctrine of equal rights to 
all and special privileges to none, we demand that 
our National legislation shall be so framed in 
the future as not to build up one industry at the 
expense of another [7]. We further demand a re- 
moval of the existing heavy tariff tax from the 
necessaries of life that the poor of our land must 
have II We further demand a juct and equitable 
system of graduated tax on incdmes. 


The first sentence was the handiwork of the 
Southern members of the organization. It 
represents their views and was put in to satis- 
fy them. As might be expected, considering 
the source whence it came, it is the language 
of Calhounism. Early in his political career 
Mr. Calhoun voted for and advocated pro- 
tective duties because he believed their effect 
would be to raise the price of cotton, the 
great staple of his section. But when he saw 
that the only apparent effect of protection was 
to build up flourishing manufactories at the 
North he changed his views. From that time 
on he taught the South that the only effect of 
levying duties on competing European manu- 
factures was to build up one industry at the 
expense of another. Thus with him and his 
followers the doctrine of equal rights 
means that no duty shall be levied on com- 
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therefore are greater sufferers by the McKin- 
ley bill. 


Both South and West united in the demand

The decision by the Senatorial caucus at 
Washington that wildcat financial legislatron 
will have no place this session in the program 
of the Republican majority in Congress will 
be accepted with a sigh of relief by the many 
thousands who best understand the situation 
and its needs, The assurance is the strongest 
guarantee that could be given for the integ- 
rity of our circulating medium, and at one 


stroke removes the gréatest- cause for con- 


tinued stringency in the money market. If it 
is generally believed it willudlock the vaults 
and drawers in which have been accumulated 
vast hoards of gold and gold certificates put 
away by men who thought they would soon 
rise to a smart premium if the schemes of the 
inflationists prevailed; Whether they were 
right or wrong in theory the effect was the 
same. The money controlled by them was 
kept out of circulation as completely as if it were 
not in existence, and the total thus retired was 
so much larger than the additions made in the 
last few months to the nominal amount that 
the market was far closer than it would have 
been m the absence of the inflating excite- 
ments of the summer. It was a case where 
the remedy proved to be worse thau the disease 
it was intended to cure. 

This istrue even of the apparently least 
harmful proposition to buy up the stock of 
surplus silver. 
have fallen off to about 11,000,000 ounces, but 
there is good reason toa believe the total is 
nearer to 15,000,000 ounces, and the removal 
of that incubus in the interest of the specu- 
lators would only leave an inviting void to be 
filled from abroad. It is estimated that the 
European surplus amounts to about $100,000,000 


and it is thought that the Governments of that 


Continent are awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to unload it upon us, Belgium having already 
contracted to send us 25, 000,000 to be pro 
vided for. All of this would have to be paid 
for in gold, as the Europeans are not likely to 
increase their demands for our breadstuffs, 
meats, and cotton in order to meet the market. 
The men who hold that surplus stock are 
financiers pure if not simple, and do not deal 
in produce. They would watit gold for their 
silver, leaving us with no more value of the 
precious metals on hand though the total bulk 
and weight would be muh increased by the 
change. ‘The beginning of such a process of 
substitution would only cause a worse locking 
up tnan we have hitherto experienced and 
cause the malady of stringency to assume the 
chronic phase, not'te be fecovered from till 
after the lapse of possibly several-years. 

There is reason now to expect an easier 
money market. The pressure ought to relax 
immediately with a disappearance of its chief 
inciting cause. There may not be much change 
for the next two weeks, as the January dis- 
bursements have to be provided for at the 
banks, and they are in daily expectation of 
another call for statement of condition. ‘After 
that there should be, maney sufficient for all 
the needs of business-men, and perhaps will 
be enough to permit another period of spec- 
ulative activity, whieh is not particularly to be 
desired just now. It would be well for legit- 
imate business if it were left for a while free 
from further disturbance from the gambling 
mania that unsettled it 4 few months ago, and 
but for which no trouble would have been ex- 
perienced.

A MONSTER DYNAMITE GUN, 

Mr. James Weir Graydon, late Lieutenant 
in the United States navy and now residing in 
England, recently has made a contract with a 
firm in Birmingham for the production of the 
largest dynamite gun which has been con- 
structed thus far in the world, Mr. Graydon, 
as is well known, has given much attention to 
the construction of guns for throwing highly 
explosive shells long distances with accuracy, 
his principle of shell-propulsion being the in- 
closing of the explosive contents in waxen 
pellets, the flight of the shell secured by a tel- 
escopic tail, and the discharge of the gun by 
the expansion of condensed air at a pressure 
of 5,000 pounds to the square inch. 

The contract calls for-a fifteen-inch torpedo 


| projector, which will throw a charge of 600 


pounds of dynamite three miles. A descrip- 
tion of the gun, printed in the Birmingham 
Post, contains the following interesting de- 
ao of the monster’s construction : 


e barrel, or pneumatie tube, of the gun is of 
Wh worth forged steel, anil weighs about eleven 
tons. It is supported at the breech end on fixed 
trunnions fifteen inches in diameter, which are 
hollowed for the passage of the compressed air. 
Towards the muzzle it is carried on movable trun- 
nions engaged vith two forged steel arms or 
levers. These „vers have dliding falorume, and 


small double-acting hydfaulic cylinder, the plun- 
gers of which not only control the movement of 
the loading-slide, but also, by their continued 
action, draw the projectile: up into the barrel, 
where it is held. The breecli-cldsing block, sus- 
pended above the trunnions by counter-weights,
